Labinet Speculations Kenewed—John W. 
Giewun'’s Attack on the Georgia State 
University The House Affairs. 

Wasnixcton, February 17.—[Special.]—Tire 
last contested election case before the present 
fongress will be called up on Monday, pro- 
vided Judge Crisp can get recognition. 

It is the Sullivan-Felton case, from the fifth 
district of California. 

The contestant, Mr. Sullivan, is a democrat, 
and the majority of the elections committee 
have reported that he is entitled to the seat 
mow occupied by Mr. Felton. The majority 
claim in their report that there can be no 
question of the legal election of Sullivan and 
that Felton shovld be thrown out and Sallivan 
be allowed to occupy the seat to which he was 
elected. The minority of the committee com- 
posed entirely of republicans, however, report 
that Felton is eutitied to the seat he now 
heids. Neither of the men were candidates 
for election to the fifty-tirst and con- 
sequently there is nothing for Sullivan to gain 


congress 


by getting the seat, as he would only hold ita 
few days, except the £10,000 salary attached 
toit. Of course if Felton is turned out hé will 
have all of his salary up to the day he gets 
out, but, nevertheless, Sullivan will draw the 
full two year’s salary attached to the office, 
and the government will be the only loser 
thereby. The government. also pays all the 
expenses of lawyers, ete.,in the trial of the 
case before the elections committee which, in 
itself, will amount to about seven thousand 
dollars. 

But it is not at all certain will 
‘be turned out and Sullivan allowed come 
in, although there can be no question of Suili- 
van's legal election. 

In contested election cases the vote is nearly 
alwaysa party one. In some cases democrats 
have voted with the republicans, as in the 
Smalls-Elliott contest, but there is nota case 
on record in many years where a republican 
has deserted his party and voted with the dem- 
ocrats.: 

In this case the republicans as usual 
will hold together, but there will be many 
democratic deserters. The number of these 
will decide the case, and, judging from pres- 
ent appearances, it seems that Felton will liold

his seat—not, however, because he was elected, 
but because of his great personal popularity 
with the members of both parties. 
Felton has refrained from 
part in debate on party questions 
during this congress, and has therefore 
made no enemies. But, insterd, he has been 
at work all the time rival here, 
nearly two years ago, making fri¢nua, a both 
parties. He is a man of handsome appearance 
and good address, and, above all, is immensely 
wealthy. lie has used his wealth to advyan- 
tage. Helhas entertained often and hand- 
gomely. Democrats as well as republicans 
have repeatedly been his guests, and there are 
many democrats who are such warm friends of 
the Californian that they would not think for 
an instant of casting a vote to unseat him, 
Thus it is almost certain that Felton will hold 
his seat, which proves that a congressman’s 
vote is as much influenced by the treatment of

The evidence continues to accumulate that 
General John W. Noble, of St. Louis, will be 
the next secretary of the interior. His recent 
visit to Indianapolis is construed as the most 
convineing fact in the chain of circumstantial 
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evidence that is arrayed to show that General 


Noble is already slated. Itis said that Noble 
is the personal choice of the president-elect, 
and that no political considerations entered 
into the selection. The two men were school- 
nates at Miami college, and resemble each 
other not only in general appearance, but in 
personal characteristics. Noble has 

NEVER BEEN A POLITICIAN. 

One of his friends now in this city, said that 
he did not believe that Noble was acquainted 
withasingle United States senator, and that 
there were probably few men in the house 
whom he would know by sight. When sev- 
eral other gentlomen were being urged for the 
position of secretary of the interior, General 
Harrison is reported to have replied to several 
parties to whom he could speak confidentially, 
that he had already made his selection for the 
interior department. Ex-Senator J.B. fen- 
derson, Who has frequently been mentioned 
as a possibility in connection with the position 
of attorney-general, has indorsed General 
Noble for the interior department, and this 
would indicate that the situation was under- 
stood among the Missouri republicans. 

General Noble is not a Missourian by birth- 
Originally he was from Iowa, and served in 
the Third regiment from that state, coming 
out of the War 

A ERIGADIER GENERAL. 

Ife was appointed to the position of United 
States district attorney for the eastern district 
of Missouri, and it was this circumstance that 
eaused him to beceme a resident of St. Louis. 
Since retiring from the oftice of district attor- 
ney, he has practiced law, and has not been in 
otticial life. 

AND WINDOM TOO. 

The firmness of the conviction that ex-Sen- 
ator Windom is to be the next secretary of the 
treasury is grounded on the fact that he, too, 
was a visitor to the president-elect by especial 
invitation. There is no question that many of 
the conservative republicans here believe that 
the Minnesota-New Yorker is certainly 
on the cabinet siate. The = difticulty 
of tixing Mr. Windom’s exact resi- 
dence does not operate against 
his selection, because he can be credited to two 
states—New York and Minnesota—thus reliev- 
ing the president-elect of any embarrassment 
he may feel in settling up the exacting politi- 
cal differences in the empire state and at the 
same time giving the west a secretary of the 
treasury, or at least, who, for the entire period 
of his political career, has beena western 
man. Notwithstanding many things like 
the above that might recommend 
the restoration of the ex-secretary to 
the head of the treasury department, it is be- 
yond question that Mr. Windom’s appoint- 
ment wonld not be popular with leading repub- 
licans in the United States senate. The sen- 
ate, however, has not contributed its assistance 
to any large extent to the president-elect in 
his efforts to get a cabinet together, and Gen- 
eral Harrison may go ahead and suit himself 
without waiting to hear what the sentiment in 
Washington may be. The one cbjection urged 
against Mr. Windom is that he has been con- 
nected with alaw firm, whose clients are 
mainly in Wall street.

To-morrow is also the day assigned for the 
presentation to congress by Senator Palmer,on 
behalf of the state of Michigan, of the bronze 
statue of Lewis Cass, now standing veiled in 
the statuary hall. His speech wil! be followed 
by remarks from Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, Cass, native state, and by Senat- 
ors Pugh and Morgan, who served in public 
life with him, 

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

After a week’s hard work the sub-committee 
in charge of the sundry civil appropriation 
bill have completed it for submission to the 
full committee tomorrow morning, and proba- 
bly to the senate during the day, so that it may 
be taken up Tuesday. The committee amend- 
ments make a large increase over the amount 
appropriated by the house. 

Chairman Allison expects that the entire 
week after Monday will be occupied 
by the consideration of the ap- 
propriation bills. These . measures 
are fairly well. advanced for this period 
of a short session. The diplomatic and consu- 
lar and military academy bills have passed 
both houses and gone to the president. The 
District of Columbia, the fortification, the leg- 
islative and pension bills are in conference. 
The naval billis before’ the house committee 
on appropriations with senate amendments. 
The sundry civil, army and agricultu- 
ral have passed the house, and are 
before the senate committee. The In- 
dian, the postofiice, the deficiency, 
the river and harbor bills have been re- 
ported-to the house and are stil) on the calen- 
dar. All these bills will undoubtedly get 
through before the session closes, except, pos- 
sibly, the deficiency bill. If they become 
laws in anything like the shape given them in 
the ‘senate, they will go far towards disposing 
of one argument for an extra session of con- 
eress this spring.

upon as necessary will practically absorb the 
balance for the coming year, in the opinion of 
those who have made a study of the bills. 
The Extra Session.

This will undoubtedly 
give rise to debate in which the constitutional 
question will be made subordinate to the ques- 
tion of the comparative merits of the Mills 
bill and the senate substitute. Dependent 
on the outcome of this debate, and the vote 
which will follow it, is the question whether 
or not the Mills bill will remain upon the cal- 
endar as tlie first barrier to be encountered by 
the friends of the Cowles bill when, on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday, Mr. Randal will ask the 
house to go into committee of the whole for 
consideration of revenue bills. Should this 
barrier remain on the calendar = and 
be successfully surmounted, two more cbstacles 
will still have to be removed or overcome 
before the Cowles bill can be reached. These 
are the measures now known asthe McMillian 
and Breckinridge bills, which haye been re- 
ported from the committee on ways and 
means for the purpose of placing in the hands 
of that committee the weapons with which to 
cope With the committee on appropriations. 
The advocates of the Cowles bill, however, are 
contident of their ability to defeat the ways 
and means committee in any event. Any 
cessation of these hostilities will be taken ad- 
vantage of by gentlemen incharge of the re- 
maining appropriation bills to call them up for 
action. 

MAY NOT MATERIALIZE. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, will endeavor to call 
up the Sullivan-Felton contested election case 
during the week; but in view of the necessity 
of the immediate passage of the appropriation 
bills, the interest taken in the internal reve- 
nue question and the numerous reports of 
conference committees awaiting action, it is 
not likely that he will be snecessful.

All the Parties Thereto Arrested on Satar- 
day Night, 

Ann™ Arpor, Mich... February 17.—Ail the 
parties interested in the Electric Sugar Refin- 
ing company frauds. were arrested at Milan 
last night, the sheriff returning to this city 
about midnight with Mrs. Olive E. Friend, 
William. E. Howard, Emily Howard, Gus 
Halstead and -George Halstead, and 
placed them in the cornty jail, 
where they are confined. They were 
arrested for obtaining money under false ‘pre- 
tenses, three indictments having been found 
against them bya grand jury of New York 
last January, One is issued for fraud against 
the sugar company, and two 
on the complaint of Lawson N, Fuller, 
of New York. Of these’ indictments 
requisitions wereemade on the governor of 
Michigan, who issued warrants for their arrest 
on February Ist. The trouble has been to get 
all the parties within the state at the same 
time. Mrs. Friend was in concealment and 
Howard was at Windsor. Yesterday morning 
they returned to Milan, feeling sure 
that no criminal action was to be 
brought, but they were arrested as above 
stated. Asit waslate no bail could be ob- 
tained, and they remained in jail. Howard 
threatened that when they got to New York 
there would be a sensation greater than had 
ever stirred that city. 


SHOT THROUGH THE TEMPLE. 


A Hiusband Murders His Wifeand Daughters 
and Kills Himself. 

TECUMSEH, Mich., February 17.— Frank L. 
Silvers today shot his wife and two daugliters, 
Edith and Ada, aged eleven and nine respect- 
ively, and then shot himself. The bodies 
were found this morning bythe neighbors, 
who foreed open the door. In the parlor lay 
the body of Mrs. Silvers, fully dressed. The 
bodies of the children were found in the 
bed upstairs, and in the same 
room, on the floor, lay Silvers 
weltering in blood and still breathing. Every 
one of the victims had been shot through the 
temple, and with the exception of Silvers him- 
self, death probably was instantaneous. He 
is still alive, but unconscious, and cannot re- 
cover. There is no Known cause for the deed. 
Silvers was apparently in prosperous circum- 
stances, and his relations with his family were 
pleasant,

hundreds are preparing to leave. White 
agents are here urging. the negroes to leave. 
On the train this morning oyer one hundred 
left. There are over twenty-five thousand 
negroes in this county. Many are very igno- 
rant and superstitious, in spite of educational 
advantages, and believe anything that is told 
them. ‘Though the exodus from Goldsboro 
has been stopped, it is beginning at other 
points. A train load of negroes. men, women 
and children, passed here late last night on 
their way from Johnston county to Mis- 
sissippi. The agents here are endeavoring to 
induce the negroes to promise to make 
speeches urging the people of their race to go 
to,Kansas. A negroassured your correspondent 
today of his belief that twenty-five thousand 
more will leave North Carolina in the next 
four months. It is believed that since the 
middle of last December, at a low estimate, 
six thousand have left the state.

The Destructive Results of a Tail-End Col- 
lision. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 17.—[Spec- 
ia]l.|—A tail-end collision occurred between 
two freight trains in tunnel No. 17, on the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad, just north of 
Oakdale, 105 miles from this city, last night.

'BAYARD HAS A POLICY. 


HE I8 AN INTENSE MAN 


ALWAYS 


AND DREADS THE SIGHT OF AN ARMY. 
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PEACE 


Would Prefer to Encourage Peace Con- 
gresses Rather Than Gratify the Mili« 
tary Thirst of the People. 


Bavtmmore, February 17.—A Washington 
special to the Baltimore Sun, based on a con- 
versation held with Mr. Bayard, gives an out- 
line of the policy which has controlled the 
actions of the department of state during the 
past four years, and says it has been frequently 
asserted that Mr. Bayard has had no policy, 
whereas he has all along had a very definite 

PECULIARLY AMERICAN POLICY. 

He believes that the American people have 
ahigher and a~nobler destiny than that of 
swaggering about among the nations of the 
earth, daring somebody tousea homely ex- 
pression, to ‘‘knock a chip off their shoulder.” 


He thinks it is their mission to take the lead. 


among the nations in substituting pacific 
methods for force in settling international dis- 
putes. Mr. Bayard’s theory of statesmanship 
is that nothing should be done to disturb or 
imperil our peaceful condition, but that, on the 
contrary, the highest duty of a  pa- 
triot is to contribute as far 
as he can to their perpetuation and 
development. His idea is that the military 
spirit is to be discouraged in a republic except 
in so far as it is necessary for the purposes of 
defense, because, in its abnormal deyelopment, 
itis destructive of liberty and necessarily 
hostile to the genius of free institutions. 
THE MILITARY SPIRIT. 

In a conversation with the writer on 
point, Mr. Bayard said: 

“The American people should always bear 
in mind what military spirit—thirst gor con- 
quest and ‘glory,’ as it is termed—really means. 
Whatis war buat destruction? Destruction 
for us or forthe enemy. Is the spirit of which 
war is the logical and inevitabie outcome, a 
condition to be encouraged by a yreat and en- 
lightened peaple? On the contrary, there is a 
controlling reason why we, of all nations, should 
discountenance such tendency. What is 
it that has built up and preserved 
the autocracies of Europe? War. Look at 
Germany, at Italy, at France, with their huge 
standing armies grinding out the happiness 
and prosperity of their peoples. Every soldier 
maintained in these armies isan individual 
subtracted from the producing classes and fed 
and clothed at theirexpense. Great armies 
mean repressiou and repression begets discon- 
tent and anarchic conditions. The nihilists of 
Russia, the socialists of Germany, the fire 
brands of other autocracies, are the result. 
Cncourage the military spirit in this conntry 
and you would soon have war, and war neces- 
sarily means an army; andif once the military 
spirit got thorough possession of the people, 
the army would become a permanent estab- 
lishment. It would, of course, have a leader, 
and if the army became 

THE POMINANT FORCE 
in the state, it would be a step to the dictator- 
ship. Sooner orlater our liberties would be 
trampled in the dust, the rights of individuals 
would disappear, and upon the ruins of our 
cherished institutions, would be reared the 
fabric of a military despotism.’’ 

On another occasion Mr. Bayard, comment- 
ing on the clamor in certain quarters, over the 
Samoan episode, said: 

“Whatisit they want metodo? To pro- 
voke war? I donot believe the people want 
to go towar about Samoa. There is no occa- 
sion forit. Ifthey do want war, they must 
get another secretary of state.’’ 

\TEH FAVORITE THEME 
with Bayard is the neutralization of certain 
localities which are useful to all power, and 
incapable of defense, without desproportion- 
ate cost by any one of them. He instances the 
lieutralization of the Suez canal by common 
consent cf the European powers, as an exam- 
ple of the important benefits to be secured by 
application of this principal. Some similar 
arrangement would have to be entered into to 
protect the interests of this country 
if her ship canal accross the  Isths- 
mus of Panama is built. It would 
not be a sufficient protection for the United 
States to have control of such canal. Theonly 
adequate protection is to be secured by the 
neutralization of the canal by the consent of 
allthe powers. Mr. Bayard sought to apply 
this principle of neutralization by interna- 
tional agreement to the Samoan Islands. The 
proposition that the United States should 
guarantee the neutrality of these islands 
semeed to him to be unwise, for the 
reason that to guarantee the neutrality of 
an independent foreign country, especially one 
as far as Samoa, would be to expose this coun- 
try to the constant risk of embroilment in 
the relations of Samoa with other powers. We 
would be responsible for what ever Samoa 
might chose to do, without the power to regu- 
late her conduct.

After 
many fruitless attempts the search was given 
up by all except one man, who discovered the 
location of the mine several years afterward 
by the dirt work and the old pieces of pump. 
The gentleman, from some cause or other, was 
unable to purchase the property. at the time, 
and it is owned by an estate, the heirs of 
which have moved away and left the property 
uncared for, nor do they know anything of 
there haying been silver found on the place. 
The location is known to a few persons, It 
also corroborates everything that has been said 
aboutit. A son of the man who discovered 
the mine is now a citizen of Marion county, 
but does not want his name mentioned, us he 
intends to buy the property if it is ever on the 
market.

“The Literature of the Dust” Taken as a | 


Text by the Great Expounder of Truth 
—Forcible and Clear Conciusions, 


Brooxiyy, February 17.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Talmage preached this morning in the brook- 
lyn Tabernacle on the subject, “The Litera- 
ture of the Dust.”” After explaining eppro- 
priate passages of Scripture concerning Christ 
be gave out the hymn: 

Oh, could I speak the matchiese worth, 
Ou, could I sound the glories forth 
Which in my Savior shine. 
Text: Jon vin, 6; “Jesus stooped down and 


wrote on the ground.” 

A Mohammedan mosque stands now where 
once stood Ilerod’s temple, the scene of my 
text. Solomon's temple had stood there, but 
Nebuchadnezzer thundered it down. Zoro- 
babel’s tempie had stood there, but that had 
been prostrated. Now we take our places in a 
temple that Herod built because he was fond of 
great architecture and he wanted the preceding 
temples to seem insignificant. Put eight or 
ten modern cathedrals together and they 
would not equal that structure. It 
covered nineteen acres. There were marble 
pillars supporting roofs of cedar and silver 
tables on which stood golden cups, and tuere 
were carvings exquisite and SN ee res- 
plendent, glittering balustrades and ornament- 
od gateways. The building of this temple kept 
ten thousand workmen busy forty-six years. 
In that stupendous vile of pomp and magnifi- 
cence sat Christ, and a listening throng stood 
abont him. when a wild disturbance took place. 
A group of men are pulling and pushing along 
a@ woman who had committed the worst crime 
against society. When they bave brouglit lier 
in frout of Christ, they ask that he sentence 
her to death by stoning. They are a critical, 
merciless, disingenuous crowd, They want 
te get Christ into controversy and 

mublic reprehension. If he say ‘Let 
her die,’ they will charge «him with 
cruelty. If helether go, they will charge 
him with being in complicity with wickedness. 
Whichever way he does, they would howl at 
him. Then occurs a scene which has not been 
sufficiently regarded. He leaves the lounge 
or bench on which he was sitting and goes 
down on one knee, or both knees, and -with 
the foretinger of his right hand he begins to 
write in the dust on the floor, word after word. 
But they were not to be diverted or hindered. 
They kept on demanding that he settle this 
case of transgression until he looked up and 
told them that they might themselves begin 
the woman's assassination, if the complainant 
who had never done anything wrong himself 
would open the fire. “Go ahead, but 
be sure that the man who = filings the 
first missile is immaculate.’”” Then he 
resumed wriling with his finger’ in 
the dust of the floor, word after word. Instead 
of looking over his shoulder to see what he 
had written the scoundrels skulked away. 
Finally, the whole place is clear of pursuers, 
antagonists and plaintiffs, and when Christ 
has finished this strange chirography in the 
dust, he looks up and finds the woman all 
alone. The prisoneristhe only one of the 
yurt room left, the judges. the 
ywolice, the prosecuting attorneys have 
Jeared out. Christ is victor, and he says to 
be woman: ‘Where are the prosecutors in 
hiscase’ Aretheyall gone? Then I dis- 
harge yon: go and sin no more.” 

I have always wondered what Christ wrote 
pn the ground. For do you realize that is the 
only time thathe ever wrote atall’) I know 
that Eusebiussays that Christ once wrote a 
letter to Abgarus, the king of Edessa, but 

here is no good evidence of such a corres- 
pondence. The wisest being the world ever 
saw andthe one who had more to say than 
any one who ever lived, never writing a book 
orachapter, orapage or a paragraph, or a 
word on parchment. Nothing but this litera- 
ture of the dust, art] one sweep of a brush or 
one breath of a wind obliterated that forever. 
Among all the rolls of the volumes of the first 
library founded at Thebes there was not one 
scroll of Christ. Among the seven huddred 
thousand books of the Alexandrian library. 
which by the infamous decree of 
Caliph Omar were used as fuel 
heat the four thousand baths of the 
city, not one sentence had Christ penned. 
Among all the infinitude of volumes now 
atanding in the libraries of Kdinburgh, the 
British museum, or Berlin or Vienna, or the 
learned repositories of all nations, not one 
word written directly by the finger of Christ. 
All that he ever wrote he wrote in dust, uncer- 
tain, shifting, vanishing dust. 

My text says he stooped down and wrote on 
the ground. Standing straight up a man 
might write on the ground with astaff, but if 
with his tingers he would write in the dust, be 
must bend clearover. Aye, he must get at 
least on one knee, or he cannot write on the 
ground. Be not surprised that he stooped 
down. His whole life was a stooping down. 
Stooping down from castle to barn. Sooping 
down from celestial homage to mobocratic 
jeer. From residence above the stars to 
where a star had to fall to designate his land- 
ing place. From heaven's front door to the 
world’s back gate. From writing in round 
and silvered letters of coustellation aud galaxy 
on the blue scroll of heaven, to writing on the 
ground in the dust, which the feet of the 
crowd had left in Herod’s temple. If in Jan- 
uary you had ever stepped out of a prince's 
conservatory that had Mexican cactus and 
magnolias in full bloom, into the outside air, 
ten degrees below zero, vou may get some 
idea of Christ’s change of atmosphere. from 
celestial to terrestial. How many heavens there 
are I know not, but there are at least three, for 
Paul was ‘caught up into the third heaven.’’ 
Christ came down from highest heaven to the 
second heaven, and down from second heaven 
to first heaven, down swifter than meteors ever 
fell, down amidst stellar splendor that him- 
self eclipsed, down through clouds, through 
atmospheres, through ap; alling space, down 
to where there was no iower depth.

And Christ stands under the wintry 
skies and says, Let there be snotytiakes to 
enrich theXearth; and under the clouds of 
Spring and says, Come ye blossoms and make 
redolent the orchards; and in September dips 
the branches into the vat of beautiful colors 
and swings them in the hary air. No whim of 
mine is this. “Without him was not anything 
made that was made.’’ Christ writing on the 
ground. If we could see his hand in al! the 
passing seasons, how it would illemine 
the world! All verdnre and foliage would be 
allegoric, and again we would hear him say as 
of old, ‘Consider the lilies of the field. how 
they grow ;"’ and we would not hear the whis- 
tle of a quail or the caw ing ofa raven or the

Then if with gun and pack of hounds we start 
before dawn and see the morning coming down 
off the hills to meet us, we would cry out wiih 
the evangelist, ‘‘The day spring from on high 
hath visited us;"’ or caught in a snow storm, 
while struggling home, ¢yevrows and beard 
and apparel ail covered with the whirling 
flakes, we would cry ont with David, ‘‘ Wash 
me and I shail be whiter than snow.” Ina 
jcture gallery of Europe, there is on the ceil- 
lig an exquisite fresco, but people having to 
look straight up, it wearied and dizzied them, 
and bent their necks almost beyond endur- 
ance, 80 a creat looking glass waz put near the 
floor and now visitors only need to look easily 
down into this mirror and they see the fresco 
at their feet. And so much of all the heaven 
of ‘God's truth is reflected in this 
world asin amirror, and the things that are 
above are copied by things all around 
us. What right have we-to throw away one of 
God's Bibles, aye. the tirst Bible He ever gave 
the race’? We talk about the Old Testament 
and the New Testament, but the oldest Testa- 
ment contains the lessons of the natural world. 
Some people like the New Testament so well 
they discard the Old Testament. Shall we 
like the New Testament and the Old Testa- 
ment so well as to depreciate the oldest, 
namely, that which was written before Moses 
was put afloat on the boat of leaves which was 
calked with asphaltam; or reject the Genesis 
and the Revelation that were written centuries 
before Adam lost s rib and gained a wife? No, 
no; when Deity stoops down and writes on the 
ground, let us resd it. I would have no less 
appreciations of the Bible on paper that 
comes out of the paper mill, but 
would urge appreciation of the Bible 
in the grass, the Rible in the sand hill, the 
Bible in the geranium, the Biblein the Aspho- 
del, the Bible in the dust. Some one asked an 
ancient king wheter he had seen the cclipse of 
the sun. ‘*No,’’ said he, **l have so much toe 
do on earth, I have no time to look at heaven.”’ 
And if our facilities were all awake in the 
study of God, we would not have time to go 
much further than the first grass blade. I 
have no fear that patural religion will ever 
contradict what we call reyealed religion. I 
have no sympathy with the followers of Aris- 
totle, who afterthe telescope was invented, 
would not look through it, lest it contradict 
some of the theories of their great master. 
[ shall be giad to put against one lid 
of the bible the  miscroscope, and 
against the other lid of the Bible the tele- 
Scope, 

But when Christ stooped down and wrote on 
the ground, what did he write? The Phari- 
sees did not stop to examine. The cowards, 
whipped of their own consciences, fied pell 
mell. Nothing wili flay a man like an aroused 
conscience, Dr. Stevens, in his ‘History of 
Methodism,” says that when the Rev. Benia- 
min Abbott, of olden times, was preaching, he 
exciaimed: ‘For aught I know, there may be 
a murderer in this house,’’ and aman rose in 
the assemblage and started forthe door and 
bawled aloud, confessing toa murder he had 
committed fifteen years before. And no won- 
der these Pharisees, reminded of their sins, 
took their heels. But what did Christ write 
ou the grounds? The Bible does not state. 
Yet, as Cliristnever wrote anything except 
that onee, you cannot blame us for wanting to 
know what he reaily did write. Bug aim 
certain: he wrote nothing trivial, or nothing 
unimportant. And will you allow me to say 
that I think I kKnoasy what he wrote on the 
ground? I judge from the circumstances. He 
might have written other things, but kneeling 
there in the tempie, surrounded by a pack of 
hypocrites, who were a self appointed con- 
stabulary, and having in his presence a _perse- 
euted woman, who evidently was very peni- 
tent for her sins, I am sure he wrote two 
words, both of them graphic and tremendous 
and reverberating. And the one word was 
hypocrisy and the other word was forgiveness, 
From the way these Pharisees and 
Seribes vacated the premises and 
cut into the frash air, as Christ, 
with just one ironical sentence, uninasked 
them, 1 know thev were first-class hypocrites. 
it wasthen asitisnow. The more faults and 
inconsistencies people have of their own, the 
more severe and consorious are they about the 
faults of others. Niere they are—twenty stout 
men arresting and arraiguing one weak wo- 
wan. Magnificent business tobe engaged in. 
They wanted the fun of seeing her faint away 
under a heavy judicial sentence from Christ, 
and then after she had been taken outside the 
city and fastened at the foot of a precipice, tine 
Scribes and Pharisees wanted the satisfaction 
ofeach coming and dropping a big stone on 
her head, for that was the style of capital pun- 
ishment that they asked for. Some people 
have taken the responsibility of saying 
that Christ never laughed. But ] 
think as he saw those men drop every- 
thing, chagrined, mortified, exposed, 
and go out quicker than they came in, 
he must have langhed. <At any rate, it nakes 
me laugh toread of it. All of these libertines, 
dramatizing indignation against impurity. 
Blind bats lecturing on optics. . flock of 
crows on their way up from a carcass, de- 
nonneing carrion. Yes, I think that one word 
written on the ground that day by the tinger of 
Crist was the awful word hypocrisy. But I 
am sure there was another word in that dust. 
From her entire mannerl am sure that ar- 
raigned woman was repentant. She made no 
apology, and Christ in no wisebelittled her sin. 
But her supplicatory behavior and her tears 
moved him, and when he stooped down to

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write on the ground, he wrote that mighty, . 


forgiveness. When ou 
Sinai God wrote the law, he wrote it 
with finger of lightning on tables 
of stone, each word cut as by a chisel into the 
hard granite surface. But when he writes the 
offense of this woman he writes itin dust so 
that it can be easily rubbed out, dnd when she 
repents of it, oh, he was a merciful Christ! J 
was reading of a legend that is told in the far 
vast about him. He was walking through the 
streets ofa city and he saw acrowd around a 
dead And one man said: “What a 
loathsome object is thatdog!”’ ‘Yes,” said 
another, ‘‘hisears are mauled and bleeding, 
‘*Yes,’’ said another, ‘‘even his hide would not 
ha of any use to the tanner!”’ 
“Yes,’’? said another “the odorof his carcass 
is dreadful.’” Then Christ, standing there, 
said: ‘But pearls cannot equal the whiteness 
of his teeth.’’ Then the people, moved by the 
idea that anyone could find anything pleasant 
concerning a dead dog, said: “Why, this 
must be Jesus of Nazareth.’’ Reproved 
and convicted they went away. Surely this 
legend of Christ 1s good enouch to be true. 
Kindness in all his wores and ways and habits. 
Forgiveness. @Word cf eleven letters, and 
scme of them thrones, and some of them palm 
branches. Better have Christ write close to 
our names that one weed, though he write it 
in dust, than to have our namescutinto monu- 
mental granite with the letters that the storms 
of a thousand years Cannot obliterate. Bishop 
Babington had a book of only three leaves. 
The tirst leaf was black, the second leaf red, 
the third leaf white. The black leaf suggested 
sin: the red leaf atonement; the white leaf 
purification. Thatis the whole story. God 
will abundantly pardon. 

I must not forget to say that as Christ, stoop- 
ing down, with his linger wrote on the ground, 
it is evident that his sympathies are w:th this 
penitent woman, and that he has no sympathy 
with her hypocritical pursuers. Just opposite 
to that is the world’s habit.

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An Alleged Sixth Sense. 

Sometime ago a writerin these columns 
called attention to the puzzling fact that 
during the war our southern negroes, a hun- 
dred miles away from the contending ar- 
miles, frequently knew all about the move- 
ments of troops and the results of battles 
before the intelligence had been received 
by the whites over the wires or through the 
nails. 

At the time the matter was under discus- 
sion this peculiar and rapid transmission of 
news was compared to what was known in 
India as ‘‘the secret mail,’ a mysterious 
system by which the natives in time of war 
constantly received the most Important se- 
erets of the British. No satisfactory expla- 
nation was given, but the subject, it seems, 
has been attracting attention in other quar- 
ters. 

Recently Dr. Henry S. Drayton delivered 
a lecture on the evolution of a sixth sense 
before the New York Society of Anthropol- 
ogy. The doctor claimed that there was 
such a thing as atransferrence of thought 
between persons at a distance. He said 
that the experlments of the London Psy- 
chical society had made it plain that a per- 
son by serious and intense thought could 
impress his ideas or his will upon another 
person in the proper frame of mind many 
miles away. The Indians practice this suc- 
cessfully, and it is also done by the profes- 
sors of hypnotism. 

if Dr. Drayton’s theory is correct we are 
in a fair way to dispense with telegraph 
lines and the mail service. Perhaps the day 
will come when a merchant in Atlanta will 
be able to communicate with a man in New 
York by simply bringing his powerful mind 
to bear upon his correspondent. The only 
objection to such a method is the tremen- 
dous mental wear and tear connected with it,

Boulangerism ison top, for the present, 
and radicals, socialists and legitimists will 
rally around the man on horseback, and in- 
dorse his plan for a revision of the constitu- 
tion. 

But in France there is always danger to 
be apprehended from a constituent assem- 
bly. ‘The old states general and national 
assembly plunged the country into a sea of 
blood, and it would surprise no one to see 
thenext constitutional convention, as we 
would call it, shatter the last vestige of re- 
publicanism in France and entrust the 
reins of power to some popular leader. 

France is entering a very critical period 
fn her history. Unless a satisfactory min- 
istry is speedily organized there will be a 
dissolution of thechambers and a general 
election. A new constitution will be 
framed, the war element will come to the 
front, and the inevitable struggle with Ger- 
many will be precipitated before either 
country is ready for it. 

The triumph of Boulangerism will be re- 
garded by Germany as the next thing to a 
declaration of war.

For immediate delivery the total 
pales foot up Dy i6 bales, including 2,319 for 
export, and 5,427 for consumption.

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
showed on Saturday last some degree of 
firmness, but opened quite depressed on 
Monday under an increase in the crop 
movement, notonly over last year but over 
the preceding week; the bulls, while ex- 
pecting the former, were not prepared for 
the latter, and values continued, from this 
catise and its depressing effect upon Liver- 
pool, to slowly give way Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

A report from the agrleultural bureau ap- 
peared on Monday, 
preted as pointing to a crop as low as6,7100,- 
000 bales and as high as 7,400,000 bales; its 
immediate effect was to cause a partial re- 
covery of the early decline on that day. 
Thursday some points of Ellison’s circular 
were reported; these, together with smaller 
receipts at the ports and firmness at Liver- 
pool, causeda quick advance to abont the 
pricesof Monday.

What Democr atic Defe: it Means. 

The New York World, which has all 
along most heartily indorsed the Cleveland 
administration, and which was clamorous 
for the Mills bill, has remarks in a 
late issue: 

The ‘inspired’ interview with Mr. Cleveland 
printed in a Baltimore organ and telegraphed over 
the country represents the president as ‘'thorougbly 
satisfied with the practical outcome of his adminis- 
tration and its effect.on the fortunes of the demo 


cratic party. 
This characteristic complacency is not shared by 


democrats generally, They see no grounds for sat- 
isfaction in the loss of the presidency after a single 
term, and a loss of the lower house of congress after 
hoiding it for twelve years, with the exception of 
oneterm. Mr. Cleveland may accept this as fate, 
forecordained for good. The democratic party re- 


gards it asa needless and aggravating disaster. 


The president does not tolerate the idea that the 
democracy was beaten on the tariff issue. ‘‘Had 


certain conditions been eliminated from the can- 
vass,”’ 


he says, ‘‘we should have won a decisive vic- 
tory.” 


What these “certain conditions’ are,} in Mr. 
Cleveland’s view, the interview does not state. The 
World has heretofore shown what the ‘‘condition’’ 
was which prevented democratic victory. It was 
created by Mr. Cleveland’s candidacy and the in 
eradicable antagonism to him of the few thousand 
democrats in this state whose bolting elected Har- 
rison. New York remained democratic but refused 
to indorse the Cleveland administration. 

The president’s confidence in the future of the 
democratic party is more reasonable than his obtuse 
complacency with the recent past. In a long and 
a hard race it is an excellent and a hopeful thing to 
unload and take a fresh start. 

We do not know whether this is instruet- 
ive, but itis certainly interesting. As we 
have said before, there is no need now of 
discussing the causes of democratic defeat. 
We suppose that every voter has his own 
idea as to these and his idea is more or less 
correct. The defeat no-less a defeat 
whether it was brought about by insistence 
on the Mills bill, or whether it was the re- 
sult of some other cause.

The facts stated are in the main historically cor- 
rect, but they fail to give any adequate idea of the 
heroic struggles and laborsof the noble band of 
women who tounded, and for years supporied, the 
homé by their own unaided e(forts, 

Asameimber of the advisory? board for the first 
four or five years, and a contributor as long as the 
iadies had control, the successful management of 
this Atlanta’s first public charity was thoroughly 
known tome. The loss of some of its founders, by 
removal from the city and by death, crippled the 
society to some extent, and ata period of some diss 
couragement, the ladies unfortuuately turned over 
the management tothe gentlemen associated with 
then. Itay unf rtunately, for who ever heard of 
fh charity home for poor women and children being 
successtully munaged by men alone, 

The gentlemen composing this board were 
amonest Atianta’s most philanthropie citizens and 
best business men, but the very fact that they. were 
men untitted them for the trast. You might as well 
have set these gentlemen up as housekeepers. As 
might have been expected, they soon appealed to 
the city for help, and thoug hit was granted, that 
did notsavethem. Nosct of men could have done 
better, but the home soon fell into d-sorder, the city 
withdrew its aid, and utter failure tollowed. I state 
siinply the facts without the slightest intention of 
reflecting ujpon the board, Their only 
fault was that they were men, 
Had the good ladies retained control and pursued 
the original planus and policy, the continued success 
of the home cannot be doubted. 

The fact that they maintained this noble charity 
whenthey hadtopay $60 permonth rentand by 
theirenergy and self-sacrifice raised — of the 
money for the purcnase of tfie property, 

uficient proof of this proposition. 

Now, in the face of all that these good women en- 
dured, sacrificed and accomplished it is proposed to 
take their property and turn the proceeds ot itssale 
into the city’s already plethoric treasury to be ap- 
propriated to the building of a city hospital.

Let them be called together § and 
agree upon an eguitable§ division of whatever 
may he realized frei the sale of the property, be 
twee those charities that have for their sole object 
just such work as was done by the old benevolent 
home, This will perpctuate the fund in the very 
work for which it was originally contributed, and 
would meet the unqualified ap probation of any con- 
tributor and doubticss of allthe ladies of the old 
home, No other disposition of this property can be 
e quitable or just, and itis hoped that all parties in 
terested will consentto this proposition and settle 
this vexed atenstion.

City Warden. 

City Warden Hunter was asked last nigh 
how applications for relief compared as ‘bed 
tween the whites and blacks of Atlanta’s 
population. 

“Well, I can’t give you the percentage,” 
answered the warden, ‘‘but so far the whites 
have tiled more applications for relief tha 
the blacks.’”’ 

“To what do you attribute this fact?’’ 

“Simply because the white population is 
larger than the colored. Now, as 1 don’t 110 We 
exactly the number of whites and blacks in 
the city, I can’t tell how the matter would 
figure out on percentage. A large portion o 
the applications for relief from colored peop! 
are for assistance to bury their dead. Inavcreaf 
many instances these people want me to bury 
dead children. Lots of them are dying ali the 
time, and their parents havn't the money to, 
defray funera] expenses. The death of these’ 
children I attribute largely to neglect and ig¥ 
norance and the manner of taking care Oo 
them. For example: A mother has one or, 
twochildren. Her husband is dead or has 
abandoned gher and she has to hustid 
to make a living. She goes AWAY, 
from home to get work and leaves 
her children at home with no one to 
take care of them. For instance, this after 
noon | issued an order for the burial of a ned 
gro child who had died from falling in the 
fire several days ago, while its mother was 
absent from home working to make a living.’”? 

‘*How about this class of applications for re« 
lief from white people?” 

“Oh, they are comparatively few. The 
white people seem to take beiter care of thei 
children, and, in consequence, fewer of them!

Colonel Mercer Slaughter Talks of the Orange 
Venture in Which He is Interested—Money in 
Oranges—The Effects of the Winter—Other

Commissioner Mercer Slaughter and Sol 
Haas, of the Richmond and Danville railroad, 
are largely engaged in orange growing in Flor- 
ida, and they have just returned from Lake 
county, where their grove is located. 

Yesterday Colonel Slaughter was found oc- 
cupying an easy chairin the office of R. D. 
Mann, the ticket agent. 

“Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘So! Haas and myself have 
just got back, and I am ready to wager a new 
hat that Sol Haas can beat the record when it 
comes to eating ‘possums. The way that he 
gets away with them shows that he is a genu- 
ine Georgian.”’ 

“Tell us about your grove.” 

‘‘Well, we have a good one, young and prom- 
ising. Itis owned by a party of gentiemen, 
some of whom lve in Richmond, Baltimore, 
Boston and Philadelphia, while Frank Miller, 
of the Kimball, and myself are also interested. 
The property is owned by a stock company,and 
hasapaidup capital stock of $50,000. Sol. 
Haas, H, “V. Davies and myself own the con- 
trolling interest. We have 100 acres in 
oranges, upon which 6,000 trees as fine as you 
ever saw, are growing. The freeze that we had 
some time ago killed 1,700 trees for us, but we 
have 6,000 left. Our grove is near Summit, 
and fronts upon a magnificent lake five iniles 
long by two anda half miles wide. The water 
iseighty feet deep and as clear as crystal.

When 
we first purchased it we carried 
down 200 negroes to work uponit from North 
Carolina, anditisa singular fact that every 
one of them got sick. They all got well, how- 
ever, and those of them who are now working 
in our grove, say that they never enjoyed bet- 
ter health when living in North Caroiina.’’ 

“You know what “produced the change?’ 
asked Colonel Mann. 

‘Yes,’’ answered Colonel Slaughter, ‘‘as soon 
as we cleared it up, the health of the place im- 
proved,”’ 

‘‘No, that’s not it,’’ said the railroad colonel, 
‘‘{t is because the musquitoes had sucked all 
the mean blood out of them.”’

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DO ZICHES COME AT FORTY? 


A Statement That Wealth in America Fol- 
lows This Rale. 
From the New York Sun, 

One of the brightest young men in public 
life said the other day that he was going to 
make his everlasting fortune some day when 
he grew tired of politics. ‘But there is plenty 
of time for that,” said he. “Do you know that 
it is almost a rule in this country that men do 
not make their fortanes until they are 40 years 
old or older? The grand exception to the 
rule is Jay Gould, but the contemporary for- 
tunés were nearly all made when their found- 
ers were at or beyond middle age. Commodore 
Vanderbilt, John Jacob Astor, A. T. Stewart, 
and all the others prove what I say, 

The reporter to whom this was said turned 
over the pages of the biographies and other 
works of reference at his hand, and  foud 
enough in them to warrant the assertion that 
at least a great many rich Americans have 
been beyond forty years of age when they ac- 
curred riches. Certainly the richest body of 
men in the land, the United States senate, is 
composed of elderly men; but in the lower 
house of congress we see millionaires, like 
William L. Scott and Stephen V. White, who 
look scarcely old enough for the rule 

Aléxander T. Stewart came here in 1825 from 
Ireland, where he was born in 1803. He 
opened a little linen store on Broadway and 
gathered wealth very slowly at first, as most 
other men had done. He was prudent, shrewd 
and original, and. gradually became a very 
heavy importer; but he was 45 years old when 

"he became able to put up the first of the two 
great stores in which he afterwards transacted 


his business. 

Henry Clews is an example. 
early manhood as a clerk, and when 
broke out, and found him a broker in 
way, he began to make money. He and his 
partner, Mr. Livermore, who retired at the 
close of the war with half a million, jobbed in 
certificates of indebtedness, and laid the basis 
of the wealth which Clews afterward accrued. 
He failed, but further demonstrated the rule 
by making his way over again as Henry Villard 
has done. 

Henry Villard is about 55 years old. He came 
here from Germany at 20 years of age, and sold 
subscription books at first, then becamean ir- 
regular writer of the press. He studied law 
later, but gave that up and adopted journal- 
ism as his profession. Hewas 41 yeurs old, 
when, in 1874, he began the great Oregon rail- 
way operation that made him wealthy. Nine 
years later, when the famous golden spike was 
driven through a Northern Pacific railroad 
sleeper he was worth $5,000,000, He impover- 
ished himselfin trying to sustan the value of 
his property, and went under. Next, at 
more than fifty years of age, he rose again as a 
financier, 

Warner Miller is 50 years old. Beginning 
in the humblest way he succeeded in organi- 
zing a mili company and worked sixteen hours 
a day for ten years to make his fortune. He 
was past 40 when his bank accounts showed 
that he could afford to take the world. more 
easily. Heisa millionaire now. 

Levi P. Morton is about 63 years old. Twen- 
ty-five years ago when he was 38 or 39, he 
founded his banking house. He was 31 when 
his wealth enabled him to devote a part of his 
time to public life. His great stroke was made 
when he established his London house in I868, 
and soon after went into the syndicate for fund- 
ing the United states debt.; He was past forty- 
three then. 

Charles Crocker was past forty when he be- 
came a millionairre. 

<dward F. Jones, the great scale maker and 
lieutenant governor of this state, was born in 
1828. He began his business career at the 
close of the war and he was long past forty 
when he became rich. 

Henry B. Courtney, the millionaire now 
dead, started with $50 in 1853 when 33 years 
old He was beyond middle life when he got 


his pile. 

John B. Slawson, the car-fare box inventor 
was 25 years old when he weet to New Orleaus 
in 1840 from this state. There heslowly made 
his way upward.. But for the war he would 
have pushed hi sinvention at 46 yeare of age 
but he had to wait and he was past fifty when 
his big money began to pourin. His friend, 
Stephenson, the horse car builder, also a 
millionaire, had to wait for middle age to get 
gr sat riches. So did the elder Bennett, of the 
Herald, so did Hon. Oswald Gttendorfer r, and 
so did the late Marshall O. Roberts. 

Jay Gould’s early life was a failure, but this 
phase of it was very short. He was born in 
1831, and went into speculating in railroad 
stocks in 1859, when he was only 28 years old. 
He was very successful, and made use of the 
war when it broke out to give large returns on 
small or shrewd speculations. His fortieth 
year found himin his present opinion, only 
starting in life, butthe world already knew 
him as a master money maker, for he had been 
more than three years president of the Erie 
railroad and bis associate I’isk had startled the 
country with liis share of the partnership. 

Samuel J. Tilden. made his first con- 
siderable money as a lawyer, but he was more 
than 40 years old before he put other aspira- 
tions aside for the time and began that devo- 
tion to his profession Which was quickly dis- 
tinguished by his connection with the greatest 
law cases of the day He was 41 when, in 1835 
he was defeated asa candidate for attorney 
general of the state. After that came his great- 
est legal triumphs, and after them came his 
still greater financ ial operations. 

The Standard Oil fortunes nearly all proye 
the rule. Mr. Rogers made hisshare of that 
pile while youngerthan 40 years old, but 
Messrs. Rockeiellow, Starbuck and Glagler 
were beyond that age when they grew rich. In 
Philadelphia, George W. Childs is an excep- 
tion. He is only 60 years old, and has been 
rich moxe than 20 years; but John Wanama- 
ker only began the making of his fortune in 
1876 ,when he was 38 years old. He was nearer 
50 than 40 when he became really rich. He is 
51 years old now. 

Augustin Dalyis 52 years old. He was 34 
when he began his brave struggle with the 
dramatic company that is now world famous. 
Wealth did not reach him until he was beyond 
40. The ministry contains numerous exam- 
ples that are to the point. The Rey. Dr. John 
Hall was 38 years old when he came to Amer- 
ica on the mission that introduced him here. 
He was 39 when on his return to Europe he 
received and accepted the flattering offer that 
made him the recipient of a salary which pro- 
fessional men consider the making of a for- 
tune.

As | , oh 
vierce expressed it, in speaking of his own 
ancestory, he “came of good human stock.” He 
was born in Barnwell district, Sooth Carolina, July 
2% 182). Yo the last he cverished his boyhood love 
for the o)d farm, and held a small property there 
because he loved the | lace, 
the fact that be grew up in the couutry in a simple, 
natural way. Such a life favored and fostered that 
clear aud steady common sense that gave him 
power to do the g@eat duties that coming years laid 
His parents were plain, steady 
going (bristians; such a son could not 
have been bred in fh fashionabie or 
worldly home. When a lad, attending a Methodist 
school at Cokesbury, 8. C., he joined the church of 
his people in 1837. Further preparation for collece 
was made at Collinswerth institute. a Methodist 
echool at Talbotton, Georgia, under that molder of 
men. Dr. James R. Thomas. He graduated at Ran~ 
doiph-Macon college. Virginia, then the foremost 
echoo! of his church. His parents might have sent 
him toa fashionable school of the world’s people; 
had they made this mistake we would not have bad 
our bishop. a AS 

He began to ‘‘exercise his giffs’’ while yet a college 
etudent, making, withothers like minded, excur.- 
sions into the regious ronnd about Boydion, the 
seat of the college. He joimed the Virginia confer- 
ene in 1845, some months after the convention that 
met in Louisville, Kentucky, organized the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, south. He wasa looker on 
in Petersburg, V-Peinia, May i846, when the first 
veneral conference met. That same year, while a 
probationer in the conference, he was transferred Lo 
the Alabama conference and stationed in Mobile. In 
that cliy, November 9, 1817, he married the good 
woman who survives him, Miss Amelia Townsend, 
a cousin of the lady. who became the second 
wife of the late Cornelius Vanderbilt. The unhast- 
ing and unfailing Providence was arranging forthe 
great university that is an honor to ourtimes. The 
young preacher served his church in Demopolis, 
Ala., Columbus, Miss, When he was about thirty 
‘ears old he was stationed in New Orleans, where 
he built Felicity Street church and founded the 
New Orleans Christian Advocate. He had not long 
been an editor itl the church knew that a man of 
uncommon quality had risen up—a man not afraid, 
having opinions and a giftin expressing them that 
left no mind doubtful as to his meaning. It would 
be hard to find an obscure sentence in any writing 
or speech of his during his last thirty years. 

He was at member of the general 
conference that met in Nashuille, Tenn., May, 1858 

a conierence that brought together the best and 
noblest of our church that the old south produced, 
its consummate quality and flower. We see him, 
well drawn, in the Smithson engraving; tall,sirong, 
rather rugged, not yet portly, self-poised, calm, but 
alert. At this conference he was ; elected 
editor of the Nashville Chaistian Advocate, the 
official organ of thechureh,. He did noble work as 
editor of this paper till Febrbary, 1862, when 
he left the city upon the retreat of thé confederate 
army. Hedid not return till 1867, a year after he 
was made a bishop. While within the confederate 
lines he'did what seryice be could, most of the 
time till the general conference of 1866 being pastor 
in Montgomery, Ala. He was not eleected to the 
general conference that was appoihted for May. 
1862, but thatthe war hindered from assembling. 
At Nashville, in 1858, he had done an see ge cman 
thing—many unpopular things he had sense 
aud grace to do while in the sers 
vice of Lischurch—he secured the pas:age of a law 
that exempted New Orleans from the old two years 
limit in theappointment of pastors. His course in 
this matter was characteristic, a fact meant to him 
more thana tradition. He respected precedents, 
but be was also a maker of precedents. He thought 
that when men had been in New. Orleans long 
enough to be reasonably safe from yellow fever it 
was bad economy to send them away, only because 
two years nad passed, making alevy for new men 
likely to die the first summer. 

This action nlustrates his characteristic way of 
thinking and planning for the church; he held to 
nothing simply because it was old, rejected nothing 
simply because itwas new. The conference that 
met in New Orleans, May 1866, was the most radical 
—oyne may say revolutionary—in the history of our 
“church. Many and great changes were introduced, 
notably lay-representation. For these changes 
particularly the radical changes in 
volved in lay-representation—McTyicre was more 
responsibie than any score of leaders besides 
He did all these thing well; history has yindicated 
iis clear precision. With léss thal 5,000,000 fiem- 
wed in 1:66 be lived to see 1,200,000 in IS&Y, 

MecKnedree gave Episcopal Methodism the ele- 
ments of its constitution, McTyiere, more than any 
other, expounded and gave it living energy and 
harmonious expression. He had genius tor ecclesi- 
astical affairs; he was confessedly our chief jurist: 
his expositions of law are of first value; from his 
judement on church law few cared toappeal. More 
than all our leaders and chief pastors he unified 
and harmonized the discipline of the church. The 
uppearance of his ‘Manual of the Discipline’ made 
the law plain and easy of application. He. might 
huvre been, had he been born too soon, for the work 
he did—had he iived in other countries and other 
times—among the greatest of the popes, But, 
brought up as he was, and living as he did, he was 
no mere ecclesiastic; he was in his church its first 
statesman as well as chief pastor. 

Hic was at college more famous for 
debate in the societies, than you see the niceties of 
echolorship—making in his first attem pts, as he has 
told bis friends, most inglorious failures. He wasa 
learner always—getting out of books, and papers, 
and perhaps, most ofall, out of men of sense, the 
xolid things be cared tor.

AN ATLANTA MAN TELLS 
EXPERIENCE. 


OF AN 


| Reminiscences of an Old Fight Over Emi- 


cKrants~A Republican and a Democratic 
Koute—Fairy Tales of Rallroad Agents. 


“Reading the editorial in Tur Constitusion 
this morning on the negro question in North Caro- 
lina,’’ said Mr. M. M. Welch to a ConeTITUTION re- 
porter yesterday, “reminds me that I 
little experience fn the exodus business at Golds 
boro, N. C., myself.” 

“What was your experience’ 

“I think,” continued Mr. Welch, “it was prior to 
the Tilden avd Hayes campaign, possibly during 
the Hayes administration, I am not sure. 

“I wae al that time southern traveling agent forthe 
Pennsylvania railroad, with headquarters at Rich 
mond, Va I received information that there were 
large numbers of colored people at Goldsboro want 
ing to goto Kansas. I took my little satc.el full of 
tickets and proceedcd to that point, 

“] found the town full of would-be emigrants, and 
more coming in every hour, Men, women and 
children, many of them insufficiently dressed tor a 
mid-winter journey. 

“I learned that they had soid their crops and 
mules end personal effects, and many of them 
had ow1.e 1 bouses, all of which they lad sold at a 
sa crifics 

“J foim . they had been induced into this move 
ment try two eolored men who had been to Kansas 
aud who had been hoiding secret mncetings in that 
portion of North Carolina for some time, working 
upthe exodus inthe hopeof realizing from the 
raiiroads a — ssion on the salu ef tickets. These 
twomen had represented Kansas as a pericct para- 
dise for the fe groes and made of themselves the 
modern Mosesand Aaron. The deluded negroes 
had been made to believe that Kansas was a ‘land 
flowing with milk and honey; that labor was 
light and wages high That their 
wives and daughters would be 
receiyed into the parlors of the white px ople as 
guestsani entertained with piano music and s0 on. 
They aciuaily belleved this. I pitied them in their 
deluded and destitute condition. Many of the 
older and apparentiy more thoughtful ones would 
consult me privately to inquire if these things were 
really crue, While 1 was, of.<ot iTS, anxious to se 
cure travel for my line, I was influenced more by 
‘ity for the condition of these people and my 
Senne ige of whatthey wouid encounter in the 
‘old climate of Kansas in . winter. I gave my 
pre did «pinion when asked, but still desired to sell 
the ‘m tickets if they were dctermined to go. 

“lsoon found that they were avoiding me and 
buying tickets from the agent of the Baltimore and 
Ohia railroad, who, I learned, encouraged their del- 
usion, Among other things, this agent told them 
that bisroad wasarepublican road and minea 
democratic company. That they would be kindly 
received at Washington City en route. That there 
wasin Washington a large storebouse filled with 
clothing for them, That the men would be pre- 
sented with splendid overcoats and the women 
with seal-skin cloaks. It was utteriy futile for me 
to contradict any of these statements. They had 
come to §the point of regarding me ins unfriendly 
toward them, and they would not listen to anything 
L had to say. 

“Those of them who could do 80 bought tickets “4 
Kan-as via tue Baltimore and Ohio raiiroad; othe 
to intermediate points as far in the direction of 
Kansas as they had money to pay. Many bought 
only to Washington city, expecting tickeis to be 
furnished them there. There was much suffering 
among them at Washington, although they were 
really there in the hands of an agent of the repub- 
lican party, who wished them to go to Kansas, but 
had no help for then. 

*T did not secureta single passenger, but never 
one moment have I regretted the cause of my fail. 
ure to do 89, 

“This exodus was alterwards a matter of congres- 
sional nvestization by a special committee. 

‘‘T was summoned io Washington to testifv before 
the committee, but after the member of the com- 
mittee at whose instance I was summoned learned 
what the nature of my sworn testimony would be, 
1 was informed that I would not be required to ap- 
pear before the committee.
